Reynolds Makes Statement. 

When called on for a statement, Mr. 
Reynolds said: 

“All I care to say at present is that 
the sign was posted through a mistake. 
It has been ordered down. I can only 
say that fully 90 per cent of their deposits | 
are savings of foreign residents and that 
may have been the reason for the action 
today. This action, however, does not 
necessarily have any influence on what 
the Continental & Commercial bank may 
do with regard to any foreign loan.” 


Vice President Clark Talks.

The Austrians are counter attacking 
determinedly; but have been unable te 
stem the Russian advance in the Volhy< 
nian fortress triangle. 


Slavs Recapture Lutsk Fortress, 
Recapture of the fortress of Lutsk and 
the taking of 4,000 prisoners has been of- 
ficially confirmed. The enemy is retiring 
on Dubno, whose works are not sultable 
for defense against an attack from the 
north, and it is believed here that the 
fortress itself wili be reoccupied within « 
few days.

Balkan war is said to call for Greek as- 
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sistance to Serbia should Serbia be at- 
tacked by Bulgaria. 
Berlin dispatches say that both 
Greck and Bulgarian mobilizations 
considered there as measures to bring 
about armed neutrality, similar to that 
of Holland and Switzerland.

the end of the war. ‘The department 
would not give out details of enkotment 
by provinces or nationalities. 


Talk of Conscription. 

‘The indifference of the French Cana- 
dians approached serious disaffection in 
July, when there was open discussion of 
conscription for Canada as well as for 
Great Britain. Anti-recruiting riots were 
precipitated by the suggestion at a meet- 
ing in Montreal park that if enlistment 
did not quicken it might become the pol- 
icy of some large corporations to dig- 
charge their unme-cried emproyés so as to 
froe them to go to the front. It wes ru- 
mred—but denied—that the government 
at Ottaka contemplated similar methods 
of pe. suasion. 

The riots at several recruiting meeting» 
in Montreal were not of dangerous char- 
acter, but ra.her the expressions of 
rowd@yiem of gangs of young Apaches— 
“ blackfeet,”’ as Montreal knows them. 
The demanstrations were attributed by 
many of the more serious minded French- 
men to the campaigning of Henri Bouras- 
sa, Socialist dMitator and editor of Le 
Devoir in Montreal. 

Bourassa is one of the striking person- 
alities of French Canada. From ea Ne- 
tionalist in the dominion parliament he 
has swung over to radical socialism. He 
is an able lawyer, a student,and an orator

& musket and fight for freedom.” He re- 
peated his speech in’ English at these 
meetings, and at some towns hed to ad- 
dress overflow gatherings. ° ; 
Addressing himself particularly. to the 
French-Canadian element of’ an ‘audi- 
ence at Sherbrooke, Sir Wilfred’ sa'd he 
wished to make explicitiy plain whet he 
thought should be their attitude in the 
war. 
“J effirm with all mf power,” he de- 
clared,’*’ that it is the duty of Canada 
to give to Great Britain in this wer all 
the agsistahce that is in the power of 
anade. My confidence in thé present 
government at Ottawa does not coze from 
the soles of my boots, but at the outbreak 
of the wer I corisidered it my duty to 
support it in its war policy; I have sup- 
ported it ever since, and I will support it 
again.
